telegraph message has resulted in a 
claim for damages against

company 
is 
charged 
with alienating the 
young 
woman’s 
affections. 
A few w’eeks ago a young man had 
a sudden and overwhelm ing feeling 
of affection for the young woman to 
whom he was engaged, which had to 
be communicated to her by a means 
quicker than the mails. 
The young 
man hastened to a telegraph office 
and wired: 
“I love you forever.” 
Then he paid the quarter a n d ‘w alk­ 
ed out of the office, relieved to know 
that in an hour or so 
his intended 
would know just how he was feeling 
about it at that time. 
The operator who sent 
the 
mes­ 
sage probably followed the written 
copy closely, because he 
saw 
the 
sender of 
the 
message 
and must 
have known what w’as on the young 
man’s mind. The man at the receiv­ 
ing instrument may 
have done the 
best he could, also, 
hut 
when the 
message was delivered 
to 
the ad­ 
dressee it read: 
“I leave you forever.”

send back the young man’s gifts, his 
engagement ring and all his letters, 
and it is understood that before the 
sender of the message could commu­ 
nicate with her she had accepted an­ 
other offer of matrimony, and noth­ 
ing could be done about it.

Df certain melodies. 
In 
accordance I 
with this theory we may expect rose­ 
buds to open and violets to raise their 
heads to soft, fairy-like airs, while 
peonies would take on a deep hue un­ 
der the fanfare of Wagner. 
On the other hand, flowers may be 
Adversely affected by certain kinds o 
music—lilies, 
for 
instance, 
bein? 
stated to close their petals under the 
strains of a frivolous valse tune. 
An eminent London botanist says 
that however fantastic Professor Teit- 
?en’s discovery might appear, there 
was undoubtedly a good deal in it. 
‘‘Two distinguished botanists, Har- 
berlandt and 
Wager, 
have demon­ 
strated that plants have special struc­ 
tures, corresponding to eyes, which 
are sensitive to light,” he said. 
“This proves that plants are sensi- i 
tire to waves of light—as. of course, j 
we know' in the opening and shutting

“Why, then, should it not follow’ as

“Waves of sound have, of course, a 
very considerable effect on human be­ 
ings; to a delicate plant the effect Is 
likely to be far more potent.” 


Austrian Red Tape Carried to Lim it 
in W om an’s Case— M any Com ­ 
mon Law M arriages Here. 


Vienna.—In the Austrian parliam ent 
recently a deputy 
interpellated 
the 
government on what is either an ex­ 
traordinary piece of red tape or an im­ 
pertinent interference in the private 
affairs of the public by the Austrian 
postoffice. 
At Pardubitz a Dr. and Mrs. M------ 
have lived together for m any years. 
Recently the postal authorities there 
learned that they 
had 
never 
been 
legally married, or that, if married 
abroad, their union was not valid in 
Austria, and thereupon began to re­ 
turn all letters addressed to Mrs. M., 
informing the senders th at no such 
person lived in Pardubitz. 
The woman appealed to the 
su­ 
preme court of administration agalnsa 
this action of the postoffice, but lost 
the case on the ground of a ccntury- 
old law', which prescribes th a t all let­ 
ters m ust bear an exact address.

common in Austria, owing to the pro­ 
visions of the m arriage laws, which 
forbid 
the 
rem arriage 
of 
divorced 
Roman Catholics 
or

the sea are furnished by the fish, 
properly so called, such as soles, tur­ 
bots, mackerels, skates, herrings, sar­ 
dines, salmon, conger eels, etc. 
The nutritive value of fish is ex­ 
tremely variable.
